A fter the smoke of the election

A bill important to four differ­ 
ent forest preserve districts in the 
region of Chicago, and to any oth­ 
er district which has been or may 
be formed in Illinois, has received 
approval in Springfield. 
Senator Arthur A. Huebsch has 
introduced a bill known as Senate 
Bill 170 giving powers to Forest 
Preserve 
commissioners 
to 
buy 
strips of land connecting existing 
forests, although these connecting 
links may not be forested, so that 
the forest preserve holdings may 
be systems of 
preserves 
rather 
than isolated tracts. 
This bill was passed in the Sen­ 
ate on March 21 and was approved 
on April IO by the committee on 
judiciary of the House. 
It has the 
earnest and active support of the 
Cool: County Forest Preserve Ad­ 
visory committee, whose chairman 
is General Abel Davis, and of the 
Chicago Regional Planning associa­ 
tion which is cooperating with the 
forest preserve districts in Du Page, 
Kane and Will counties fn planning 
the acquisition of their lands and 
their development.
